Ag There are about 13,000 students at the University of Zagreb, To be admitted 
a student must have completed secondary school and have the recommendation of 
the director of the school where he was graduated, 


2. The number of students admitted to the university is established by a 
government ministry, It is not know how the ninistry arrives at the. 
total number or the proportion in each field of study. 


3. Admission to the university has generally become more difficult. since: 

'  Qctober 1951. For example, now a student who desires to study engineering 
must take supplementary examinations in mathematics, Prior to October 1951 
no such examination was required. ‘Formerly graduates of technical secondary 
schools were admitted to the university; now they are first examined in every 

subject not taught in their techmical school. 


4. Principals of secondary schools allot a certain number of their best pupils 
to different faculties of the university according to the special capacities 
of the students. Pupils themselves do not have final choice of their fields, 


5. Before October 1951 orphans and students without income received.a scholarship 
of 2,000 dinars monthly. Now these have been abolished and parents who are 
employed and have children atthe university receive a subsidy of 1,200 dinars 
plus bonus coupons wrth about 1,800 dinars. Thus unemployed parents get no 
assistance in providing higher education for their children, 


6. Because student allowances are not larger and academic requirements have become
